Last month the May issue of the 
Guernsey Breeders’ Journal con- 
tained 76 pages with 43 pages of 
advertising. The magazine was full of 
articles and short pieces on farm 
management, farm history, state ac- 
tivities and national-leading produc- 
tion. The Journal staff received many 
compliments on the issue, and de- 
servedly so. However, most of the 
credit for that issue belongs to you, 
the contributors to its success. 

Without your ample advertising, 
all of the editorial material could not 
have been included. Without you tak- 
ing the time to complete farm man- 
agement and history questionnaires, 
sale and state meeting reports, there 
would not have been nearly the qual- 
ity of editorial material that there 
was. 

Now we come to this month's is- 
sue; 32 or 36 pages total (it had not 
yet been determined when these com- 
ments were written) and less than 20 
pages of advertising. Why the differ- 
ence? 

The single, biggest factor in deter- 
mining the size and content of the 


magazine is advertising. When ad- 
vertising is not received, the Journal 
is small. True, we do not have a major 
sale to promote this issue, but surely 
there are Guernseys besides just sale 
animals that are worthy of being ad- 
vertised. 

If you are not sure on how to 
compose an ad, the Journal staff will 
be glad to assist you. In fact Kim 
Billman, an Ohio State University 
student, has been hired on a part- 
time basis to assist Sheri and Sharyn 
in developing ads. You may have 
cows, cow families, herd accomplish- 
ments and family members you want 
to promote. If so, contact Sheri, 
Sharyn or Kim with your ideas and 
they will draft an ad for your review. 

You may receive a “try ad” from 
Kim featuring your herd and ani- 
mals. If so, please consider accepting 
the ad. Also review it and suggest any 
changes you want made, including 
the size of the ad. Advertising ex- 
pense can be reduced by becoming a 
contract advertiser, meeting ad dead- 
lines and participating in the TPE 
program.

What is the goal of your embryo 
transfer program? 

Berousek: Our goal is to increase the 
number of offspring of our most out- 
standing cows and their families. This 
increases the genetic value of the 
herd and contributes to breed 
progress. 

Brubaker: For Shenmont Farms, our 
goal in regard to the embryo transfer 
program was to improve the genetic 
base of our Guernsey herd and to 
provide bulls that would meet the 
criteria and guidelines for the Guern- 
sey Young Sire program:and the Al 
industry. A specific goal for us was to 
try to provide 25% of the Guernsey 
bulls going into AI service in a 12 
month period. 

Hemsarth: To increase genetic 
progress as rapidly as possible and 
to be able to market those top quality 
animals. 

Mills: To speed up the genetic 
progress of the herd by increasing 
the offspring from our top cow fami- 
lies. 


How has embryo transfer helped 
your herd? 

Berousek: Since we stress milk pro- 
duction, as our ET’s become cows, 
their milk usually compliments the 
milk check and then they too become 
eligible as donors. 

Brubaker: Embryo transfer has given 
us outstanding female and male cattle 
that have been accepted by Guern- 
sey breeders both locally and 
nationally. 

Hemsarth: ET work has proven it- 
self profitable to our herd. We have 
made rapid gains genetically which 
not onJv allowed us to sell more bulls

into Al, it also makes it easier for us 
to consign high indexing animals to 
sales. Also our first calf heifers come 
in milking 15-16,000 Ibs. of milk as 
compared to the 13,000M four years 
ago. We strongly believe this is due to 
their advanced genetics. 

Mills: It’s really to early to tell, but 
the more offspring we get from our 
best cows, the better. Our oldest ET’s 
are only on their first lactation, but 
we haven't had a bad one calve yet! 


What percentage of embryos 
stay in the herd? Do you mar- 
ket embryos and where? 
Berousek: To date all embryos have 
stayed in the herd. Some unborm 
ET's have been sold under guarantee 
in National Sales. 

Brubaker: We use a very high per- 
centage of embryos produced by 
Shenmont Farm cows in our own 
herd. Unfortunately, we have found 
that there is a very limited demand 
for Guernsey embryos at this time. 
Hemsarth: All of our embryos stay in 
the herd. There doesn’t seem to be 
much of a market for frozen Guern- 
sey embryo’s. We do however, sell ET 
calves and heifers when possible. 
Mills: Most have stayed in the herd, 
but as our numbers increase, we 
expect to market more. It’s a lot easier 
to consign the best heifer on the farm 
to a sale if she has two or three full 
sisters in the herd. We don’t have the 
highest indexing herd in the world, 
but we've managed to get a few of the 
bulls Al sampled. 


What is the key to success rates? 
Berousek: Good reproductive health 
of the donor is essential. Cystic ova-

ries, a retained placenta or any uter- 
ine infection negates satisfactory 
results until completely cleared up. 
In general, young cows respond more 
favorably than older cows. Although 
bull studs are careful to distribute 
only high quality semen, there are 
differences in results between sires. 
Even under the best of circum- 
stances, there can be big differences 
between donors. The same donor does 
not respond the same in different 
flushes. 

Brubaker: To be successful with 
embryo transfer and assured preg- 
nancies, we must work with animals 
that are healthy, in good flesh and 
not overweight. Cows that are milk- 
ing well are typically the best donor 
animals and the cows we prefer to 
use as donors. Semen must be of top 
quality. From a personnel standpoint, 
it takes close supervision and experi- 
enced personnel to observe both donor 
and recipient animals. 

Hemsarth: Accurate heat detection 
and good uterine health are a must. 
Summer heat stress and poor body 
condition can hinder success rates. 
All of these conditions mentioned 
apply to the recipients as well as the 
donor dam. 

Mills: I've found that donors and 
recipients need to be in good condi- 
tion. Its tempting to flush that fresh 
cow that’s milking 100 lbs. per day, 
but as a rule, a cow that’s a little 
farther along in lactation and gaining 
weight will produce more eggs. Also 
you must have a good ET practitio- 
ner. We've transferred 137 eggs in 
the past 3 years, and have gotten 86 
pregnancies, but there will always be 
some cows who work and some who

What criteria is used in 
selecting a donor dam? 
Berousek: Having bred Guernseys 
for nearly 60 years, we have reached 
the stage in life whereby our milk 
cows are housed with other breed- 
ers. We bring home most of the heifers 
calves to raise and develop. In our 
small way, our goal and challenge in 
breeding is to hopefully add to the 
improvement of the breed. When we 
ET a cow, we like to feel her bull calf 
is worthy to enter AI. This doesn’t 
mean he will, but it indicates the 
criteria employed. This means at least 
two generations of outstanding cows 
from a good cow family. Cows that are 
on, or have been on, the high CPI list; 
a high PTA for milk (at least +1,000M) 
and protein (40-50) and satisfactory 
type traits. We make exceptions for 
class leaders. 

Brubaker: Donor dams must be cows 
that are potential bull mothers or 
cows with exceptional characteris- 
tics that we feel are needed in our 
breed. 

Hemsarth: Fifty percent of our 
flushes are virgin heifers. Almost ev- 
erything we do is based on protein 
Ibs. The heifers sire must currently 
have a minimum 40 lbs. protein. 
Their dams must also be scored Very 
Good, have above average milk pro- 
duction and have at least 35 Ibs of 
protein. The cows we flush are gener- 
ally the ones that haven't provided us 
with enough offspring as heifers. If 
there is A.I. interest in a particular 
cow, we will flush her again. Cows to 
be flushed must be scored at 85 or 
better and must have 37 lbs. protein 
or better. These cows are usually on 
the top 300 CPI list. 

Mills: She must be an outstanding 
individual for type and production, 
and probably most important, from a 
very strong cow family. 
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How do you determine which 
service sire to use? 

Berousek: From the bulls on the 
upper end of the PTI list. We look at 
milk pounds first, protein pounds/ 
CY next and then the mammary sys- 
tem type traits. Here we want plus 
values and favor a shallow udder. 
Then we scrutinize the rest of the 
values and figures. Naturally we pre- 
fer a high PTAT score, but production 
comes first. 

Brubaker: We determine which ser- 
vice sires to use by examining the 
data on sires that have the potential 
and are worthy of being sires of young 
sires and only selecting what we feel 
to be sires that will increase the value 
of our herd. 

Hemsarth: We take the top five bulls 
based on Ibs. protein and then study 
their type break-down. We then chose 
the best bull for our donor dam, 
providing there is A.I. interest in that 
bull. 

Mills: I only consider the top 4 or 5 
proven bulls. Currently we're using 
Smokey and Perfecto. 


What procedures do you follow 
in preparing a cow to be flushed? 
Berousek: We want the cow in good 
condition at calving, to calve nor- 
mally and clean on her own. We want 
her to stay healthy and have the 
veterinarian examine her before the 
procedure is commenced. Any devia- 
tion from the above, including hard 
luck, can bring about lengthy delays 
and lessened results. A cow “on the 
gain” is best. An extremely hard work- 
ing cow in milk production can have 
reduced egg production, occasion- 
ally you must decide which you want 
most. 

Brubaker: The first step in Embryo 
Transfer is initiating the Superovula- 
tion process by using injections of 


The Mills family:

FSH (Follicle Stimulating Hormone). 
These injections are started on a do- 
nor cow on days 8-13 following heat 
and are given every 12 hours for eight 
injections. The donor cow will come 
into heat 48-64 hours later. The do- 
nor cow is bred 12 hours after the 
beginning of standing heat and is 
bred every 12 hours until she is no 
longer in heat. Embryos are collected 
from the donor cow 6 to 8 days after 
breeding. They are examined for proof 
of fertilization and either frozen at 
that time or directly transferred to a 
recipient cow. 

Hemsarth: The donor must show at 
least one good heat. Then the vet 
checks her uterus to make sure she’s 
ready to be started on shots. These 
shots are FSH, given daily for four 
days. On the fourth day prostaglandin 
is also given. She should be in heat 
two days after the last shot, at which 
time she is bred twice at 12 hour 
intervals. Seven days later she will be 
flushed. 

Mills: Be sure the reproductive tract 
is in good shape. On the heat prior to 
starting FSH, give her a selenium 
shot and infuse the uterus. I don’t do 
anything else to change their routine. 
Donors stay with the herd and are on 
the same TMR ration. 


Do you flush heifers, if so at what 
age and what time table do you 
follow? 
Berousek: An early experience has 
made us “gun shy”. Eight years ago 
we purchased a very outstanding 
heifer with one of the best pedigrees 
available. We figured we could get 
ahead of the game by using her as a 
donor. After 4-5 unsuccessful flushes, 
we spent a year trying to get her bred, 
all efforts failed. Technology has im- 
proved a great deal since then and we 
are again considering it. It has been

Top Living Lifetime Milk Producer 
Pleasant Hill Choice Caramel 

Recognized as one of the outstand- 
ing Guernsey cows of the past de- 
cade, Pleasant Hill Choice Caramel 
repeats as the winner of the Liebers 
Trophy and Valley Set Award for liv- 
ing lifetime production in milk and 
butterfat. As of December 31, 1991 
Caramel had produced 213,240 
pounds of milk and 9,724 pounds of 
butterfat in 3,764 days. 

Caramel was born July 1, 1977 
and died May 4, 1992. She was bred 
by Gerald Pickard of Bangor, Maine 
and purchased by Robert Gardiner of 
Oaklands Guernsey Farm. In 1985 
she was purchased by Truman 
Weaver and moved to Yellow Creek 
Farm in Goshen, Indiana. 

Caramel’s seven lactations include 


two lactations that earned class leader 
designations. She has completed six 
305 day lactations of 20,000 pounds 
of milk. Her highest lactation began 
at 4-04 of age where she produced 
25,120 pounds of milk and 1,097 
pounds of butterfat. Caramel earned 
Gold Star Cow recognition in 1983. 
She was scored 90 points at five 
years and nine months of age. 
Caramel’s impact on the Guern- 
sey breed will be through the perfor- 
mance of her offspring. Two of her 
sons, Oaklands Mercury and Yellow 
Creek Fayette Caleb-ET, have ranked 
in the top ten of active-AlI sires. Four 
of her daughters, Oaklands Belinda, 
Yellow Creek Fayette Carmen-ET, 
Yellow Creek Fayette Cathy-ET and 
Yellow Creek Fayette Carol have 
earned Gold Star Cow designations.

Trotacre Fayette Loretta 

Trotacre Fayette Loretta claims the 
New England GBA Award, the Nyala- 
Bedford Award and the California 
Protein Award for 1991. Loretta was 


bred on Trotacre Farm, Enon Valley, 
Pennsylvania and is owned by James 
R. Trotter. 

Loretta completed her second 305 
day lactation which began at two 
years eleven months of age with 
27,770 pounds of milk, 976 pounds 
of butterfat and 914 pounds of pro- 
tein. This production earned her class 
leader designations for milk and pro- 
tein. She currently ranks second as 
an all-time national class leader for 
these categories. The mature equiva- 
lent for this lactation is 31,102 pounds 
of milk, 1,074 pounds of butterfat 
and 1,005 pounds of protein.

The MOET 
Program 


The rate of genetic progress in 
the Guernsey breed is on the brink 
of rapid acceleration. This is due 
to the quick acceptance and adop- 
tion of the first breed-sponsored 
Multiple Ovulation and Embryo 
Transfer (MOET) program in the 
United States. 

MOET is capable of accelerat- 
ing genetic progress three differ- 
ent ways. First, it gives additional 
incentive to breeders to flush their 
best Guernsey cows. Second, 
breeders are encouraged to flush 
the virgin heifers out of these 
superior cows, thus providing 
bulls that are ready to enter young 
sire sampling programs by the 
time their dams complete their 
first lactation. Third, frozen em- 
bryos produced by these superior 
cows will be traded between breed- 
ers. Eventually full siblings will 
be located in multiple herds un- 
der different management condi- 
tions. When the full siblings com- 
plete their first lactation, an evalu- 
ation will be done to determine if 
the full sibling bulls can be mar- 
keted and used as “proven bulls”. 

The breed’s genetic progress 
will be accelerated by all three 
avenues. In the first case, progress 
will result from more offspring of 
the best females. In the second 
cases, the progress will come from 
shortening the generation inter- 
val via bulls out of younger fe- 
males. In the last case, genetic 
advancement will result from 
shortening the generation inter- 
val via having younger “proven” 
bulls. 

After the January genetic evalu- 
ations breeders who owned ge- 
netically superior cows were asked 
to nominate them for MOET par- 
ticipation. Genetically superior 
cows were defined as those cows 
who have at least 40 pounds PTA 
protein and are scored at least 
VG-80. Many cows were nomi- 
nated, but only cows that aren't 
pregnant can start to participate 
in the program. This postponed 


the participation of some cows. 
The committee approved the avail- 
able cows. They also determined 
that only sires that Al wants sons 
out of should be used as mating 
sires and that the breeder could 
decide which bull to use. 

Currently, breeders are collect- 
ing and freezing embryos out of 
their approved cows. The first fro- 
zen embryos are expected to be 
traded later this summer. 


The breeders on the MOET 
Committee are Gerald Borgwardt, 
Alan Mann, Barb Nedrow and Bill 
Wachtel. They welcome any ques- 
tions and comments about the 
program. This program, like the 
AGA sponsored young sire pro- 
grams, will help all breeders 
through the availability of better 
genetics in the future.

successful for others. We agree this could save time and 
speed up genetic progress. 

Brubaker: No. 

Hemsarth: As we stated earlier alot of our flushes are of 
virgin heifers. We like to start them when they are 12-13 
months of age. This allows us the time to flush them 
again, if needed, and hopefully breed back by 15-16 
months of age. 

Mills: We have flushed a few heifers, but as unpredict- 
able as flushing is, its even more so on heifers. They seem 
to have a big response with poor quality eggs, or have poor 
production of eggs. The heifers we have flushed were 13- 
15 months old. 


How old are recipients? 

Berousek: Years back we used only heifers, we now use 
heifers and cows. Some heifers purchased to use as 
recipients are now eight years old and still in use. In one 
case, a non-breeder heifer became a successful recipient 
and then became a breeder. The same thing happened 
with a cow we first tried several flushes unsuccessfully, 
then couldn't get her settled. 

Brubaker: We have used virgin heifers from fifteen to 
eighteen months of age as well as mature cows that rank 
in the lower percentile group in our herd. 

Hemsarth: Age has nothing to do with it. Our recipients 
range from 13 months to nine years. Embryo’s are put 
into any animals that are available at the time and are not 
in the top 1/3 of the herd. 

Mills: I prefer using 2 or 3 year olds from our herd that 
are “just cows”. Some of our cows get one chance with an 
embryo, if they come back in heat, they hit the road. Some 
heifers are used that are 15-16 months old. We have 
occasionally used a hard breeding heifer and gotten her 
pregnant. 


What is the total cost of the embryo transfer? 
Berousek: We currently pay $250 per flush including 
drugs. Each transfer is $75. Any over six is $50. Practi- 
tioner mileage is $35. This sure beats the $1300-$1500 
it cost us per pregnancy at one time, including out of state 
transportation of donor and recipients. It was expensive, 
but we got “Perfecto” that way! 

Brubaker: There are many factors that can fluctuate the 
total cost of embryo transfer. Costs can vary considerably 
from a flush performed at the farm being $300 - $350 to 
having a flush and freeze or transfer done at a clinic being 
approximately $2,000 per pregnancy. The number of 
embryos recovered per flush play an important part in 
costs per pregnancy. Beyond the expenses directly in- 
volved with embryo transfers, you may incur indirect 
costs due to the overall feed and upkeep costs of your 
recipient cattle. If is difficult to pin-point an exact total 
cost of embryo transfer. 

Hemsarth: We work with a large Holstein herd nearby 
that flushes 3-8 cows per week. Because of the large 
volume, we can get a break on the price and the mileage 
charge. Prices vary somewhat, based on the number of 
animals done that day and the number of embryo’s put 
in. The following is a list of the average costs: Superovu- 
lation, $150 per cow; transfer 1 embryo, $110; freezing 
fee $100 to $500 depending on the number of embryo’s; 
mileage is $0.30 per mile. The cost involved is rather 
substantial and a return on the investment doesn’t come 
for 1-2 years, but it has certainly kept our operation

operating in the black, despite hard economic times for 
dairy farms. There is always a demand for good animals. 
Mills: There are some intangible costs, such as added 
days open on donors and recipients, but total cash costs 
per pregnancy average $175. This includes all drugs for 
donor and recipients. 


What problems have you had and how did you 
resolve them? 

Berousek: As | see it, there are a series of steps in the 
procedure where things can go wrong. The donor must 
produce a satisfactory number of eggs that are viable. 
They must become fertilized and the resulting embryos 
must be viable and of high quality and the transfer into 
recipients must result into implantation and pregnancy. 
They must develop and carry to full term and drop a 
healthy calf. There can be attrition at any or all stages. We 
have experienced problems at each and every stage. 
Improvements in technology and experience of the prac- 
titioner have helped, but to many unsatisfactory cases 
still occur. There is a difference between practitioners. 
We have had from 0-24 embryos. The most pregnancies 
is eight. The most calves is five—in one case all males! 
There are differences in response between cows and 
different flushes of the same donor. Overall, fecundity is 
a problem. Research in all areas mentioned above is 
needed. Will you join me in making a contribution to the 
Guernsey Foundation and requesting it? We could all 
benefit! 

Brubaker: We have had some problems in the number of 
eggs flushed on the farm when using the superovulation 
process. However, our numbers are improving and we do 
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not expect much problem in the fu- 
ture. Another problem we have had 
to contend with is the amount of time 
involved in assuring the successful- 
ness of an embryo transfer program. 
Hemsarth: Our biggest problem is 
that recipients are held open longer 
than they should be for optimum 
milk production. As a result, some 
have been culled from the herd, calv- 
ing interval has increased and our 
herd average has not increased. We're 
still working on this problem but for 
right now we are breeding some cows 
back that we would rather have put 
embryo’s in. Doing as much ET work 
as we do has ranked us second in the 
nation for High Indexing Herd. This 
honor is a mixed blessing. We have 
so many good cows competing with 
each other that it tends to keep herd 
mate deviations low. This in turn 
doesn’t allow for very high individual 
cow indexes. Unfortunately there is 
nothing we can do about this. 
Mills: The biggest problem I have 
had is getting 65% bulls. I wish some- 
one could resolve that. One problem 
is never knowing what kind of re- 
sponse you will get from the cow. 
We've gotten anywhere from 0-27 
good eggs. To help this problem, I 
prefer to use 2-3 cows at a time, and 
have 10-12 recipients ready. This 
usually keeps you from getting shut 
out on flushes. If we have good luck 
we can freeze some. 


What are your future embryo 
transfer plans? 

Berousek: We plan to continue us- 
ing 2-4 donors a year. 

Brubaker: Unfortunately, for Guern- 
sey breeders, the profitability of using 
Embryo Transfer is low and thus, for 
Shenmont Farms, we really can not 
make many additional future Em- 
bryo Transfer plans. We have had to 
temporarily discontinue using em- 
bryo transfer at this time. The low 
profitability is not reflective of the 
process itself, other than the general 
expense, it is reflective in the low 
marketable demand for embryos in 
the Guernsey breed. If the market for 
embryos increase due to a higher 
overall production by the Guernsey 
breed, using embryo transfers in the 
future will be a definite for Shenmont 
Farms. 

Hemsarth: We are very interested in 
cloning and sexing technology but 
right now the cost is still prohibitive. 
We are also very interested in seeing 
how the new MOET program fares. 
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Mills: To keep doing it. 


Has your practitioner com- 
mented on differences between 
flushing Guernseys as compared 
to other breeders? If so, how 
are the differences handled? 
Berousek: Beef cattle respond best, 
because they don’t work as hard as 
good dairy cows. Of the three most 
prominent dairy breeds, Guernseys 
rank third. 

Brubaker: Our practitioner has not 
commented on any differences be- 
tween flushing Guernseys compared 
to other breeds besides remarking 
that there is actually just as good 
production and conception rates as 
in other breeds. 

Hemsarth: We work with Dr. R. 
Allen Rushmer of Next Generation 
out of Lancaster. The bulk of his 
clients are of the Holstein breed and 
he has been somewhat disappointed 
with our success rate when com- 
pared to theirs. He’s not sure whether 
this is a breed problem or a herd 
problem. Our pregnancy rate runs 
45% whereas the Holstein breed av- 
erages 60%. We have every confidence 
in Dr. Rushmer’s knowledge and 
ability and are certain that he is 
doing everything he can to improve 
our pregnancy rate. 

Mills: Not really, I have neighbors 
flushing Holsteins and Jerseys, and 
their donors are just as unpredict- 
able as mine, and they have a 
comparable conception rate. 


Other comments or remarks: 
Berousek: ET is another tool we can 
use to raise our breed average by 
putting extra numbers of desirable 
genes in the population pool, herd or 
breed. This increases our chances of 
bringing about those combinations 
of genes that produce superior ani- 
mals. We are governed by only those 
differences due to heredity, of course. 
If you are an established breeder and 
have never employed ET, I recom- 
mend you give it a try. Pick out 1-2 of 
your best young cows, employ an 
experienced practitioner and follow 
his advice. 

Brubaker: In order to have optimal 
success in embryo transferring, it is 
important to have good facilities for 
the restraint and handling of donor 
and recipients. On the farm, we need 
a head chute protected from the ele- 
ments that are in good working order 
for restraint of the donor cow during 
the flush process and for transfer of 


the embryos to the recipients. It is 
vital that the recipients are held as 
immovable as possible during the 
transfer as it is a very delicate proce- 
dure and any lunging or movement of 
the recipient during the transfer may 
impact success. We also need a clean, 
warm, draft free area with minimal 
traffic, in which to do our microscope 
work. 

Transfer of embryos to recipients is 
done nonsurgically and to an on- 
looker appears identical to normal 
artificial insemination but there are 
some crucial differences. 

The most profitable and best cow 
flushed in our herd was Quail Roost 
Peerless Rita, an excellent cow that 
lived to be 18 years old. Whenever we 
classify or have a visitor they can pick 
out members of this cow family and 
we do have a number of female off- 
spring. We have recorded with the 
AGA, approximately eighty (80) fe- 
male ET animals. 

Hemsarth: We enjoy trying to build 
a better cow through embryo trans- 
fer and would encourage anyone else 
to do so. However, it can be very 
frustrating. You don’t always get fer- 
tile embryo’s or transfers that take, 
and you still have to deal with that 
problem breeder, but when that out- 
standing calf is on the ground, you 
can’t help but to get excited about the 
future of the Guernsey breed. 
Mills: Don’t just flush one or two 
cows and get discouraged if you don’t 
have much luck. Donor response is 
very unpredictable.
